and make recommendations regarding the establishment of one or9

more public or private recovery high schools in Iowa designed10

for the education of students in recovery from substance11

use disorders or dependency or co-occurring disorders such12

as anxiety, depression, or attention deficit hyperactivity13

disorder. Such schools shall meet state requirements for14

awarding a secondary school diploma and support students15

engaged in a program of recovery. The department of health16

and human services shall complete the study and submit its17

recommendations to the governor and the general assembly by18

November 1, 2023. The recommendations shall include provisions19

for students to be eligible for education savings accounts20

without regard to family financial capacity.21

urine sample cups for use in the drug monitoring programs and12

to fund efforts to fight hepatitis C, a potentially devastating13

but curable disease spread through intravenous needle use of14

opioids and other drugs in prison populations. If a county15

is receiving opioid settlement funds to otherwise cover the16

costs of medication-assisted treatment, the county shall match17

the funding provided under this section on a dollar-for-dollar18

basis.19

b. The task force shall include the director of health5

and human services, appropriate departmental personnel, two6

representatives of each mental health and disability services7

region appointed by the region, and three experts each8

representing the fields of prevention, treatment, and recovery9

selected by the department based on recommendations from the10

mental health and disability services region chief executive11

officers.12

c. The task force shall submit a report to the governor13

and the general assembly by June 30, 2024, including14

recommendations that address all of the following:15

(1) Prevention policy, including measures to ensure16

consistent and sustained funding for prevention activities,17

enhanced early intervention techniques, and a plan for18

well-rounded prevention programs that address alcohol,19

methamphetamine, opioid use, and co-occurring disorders.20

(2) Treatment policy, built on the premise that21

co-occurring issues are the norm rather than the exception,22

and includes methods to deliver services through integrated23

care models that regulate team-based care or close coordination24

between providers, use of dual treatment planning methods,25

standards for counselors to attain and practice with dual26

certification, licensure solutions for dual programs and27

practitioners, and effective treatment modalities for28

short-term and long-term outcomes.29

(3) Recovery policy, including practices to integrate30

co-occurring approaches in mobile crisis response and other31

crisis services, implementation of harm reduction practices,32

integration of feasible medication strategies to support33

mental health issues in alignment with substance use disorder34

recovery, and incentive programs to support recovery efforts.35
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(4) Resource deployment policy including all of the1

following:2

(a) The combining and leveraging of state, regional,3

and local partnerships to optimize opioid settlement funds4

available to the state and counties.5

(b) Allocation of federal substance abuse and mental health6

services administration block grants for substance abuse7

prevention and treatment and community mental health services.8

(c) Other related federal government and private funding9

opportunities.10

(5) Provisions for peer support workers consistent with11

the guidance of the federal substance abuse and mental health12

services administration’s bringing recovery supports to scale13

technical assistance center strategy.14

(6) Opportunities through the alignment of the department15

of health and human services to integrate the fragmented16
